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2 Are Slain 
In Kentucky 
Racial Clash 

BEREA, Ky., Sept. 1 (DPI) 
— Two men were killed and 
two ethers wounded in a gun- 
battsle between Negroes and 
memibers of a white suprem- 
acy group in Berea today. 

A third person was critically 
injured when he was run over 
by a State Police cruiser re- 
sponding to the trouble scene. 

Berea police identified the 
: dead as George Boggs, a 
Negro, from Berea, and Elvie 
Rucker, of Ohio. The identi- 
ties of the three injured per- 
sons was not released by po- 
lice. 

Authorities said the shooting 
started when three carloads 
of Negroes drove by a vacant 
parking lot where a meeting 
of the National Freedom 
Rights Party was drawing to a 
close. They said that several 
shots were fired from the cars 
into the crowd of about 20 
men. 

One of the shots killed 
Rucker. The whites then raced 
to their cars and took up the 
chase. 

Police began rounding up a 
large number of suspects in 
this Eastern Kentucky com- 
munity of 4300.
